meeting this afternoon was attended 
by Cou ncilmen 
Kelley , Moore and 
Parsons. 
Ev en with only three cou ncilmen 
present the session did not get by 
withou t the u su al set-to between Dr. 
Parsons 
and May or Black . 
The 
may or and the 
doctor had a nice 
little argu ment ov er the long stand­ 
ing bill of the State Forestry Asso­ 
ciation against the city for repairing 
tile trees in the city park . 
The bill 
lins commonly been called the tree 
doctors bill. 
The tree doctors bill 
w a s among those read by the clerk . 
When tho special 
appropriation 
ordinance was passed ov er the may ­ 
or’s v eto appropriating $500 for the 


c i t y jx ark it was agreed that Dr. P a r­ 
sons shou ld mak e an effort to cu t the 
tree doctor's bill from 
$49 3.55 
to 
$400 if he cou ld. After the hills were 
read Dr. P a r s ons 
mov ed that the 
cou ncil cu t the hill to $400. May or 
Black ru led him ou t of order stating 
that the bu siness before the cou ncil 
was the allowing of the bills. 
The 
may or was in fav or of allowing all 
the hills with the ex ception of the 
tree doctors’ claim. 
May or Black 
made 
one grand 
stand against allowing the bill and 
lost as Dr. Parsons and Cou ncilman 
Moore formed a 
majority . 
When 
May or Black refu sed to listen to Dr. 
Parsons1 motion to cu t the bill 
to 
$400 and 
appeal 
from the chair 
was ask ed. 
May or Black ev en re­ 
fu sed to pu t the appeal before the 
cou ncil for a v ote, stating thart he 
was ou t of it and was back ed u p iii 
his stand by City Attorney Howard 
Barrett. 
After a long wait in 
which the 
may or held firm to his decision that 
he was “ou t of it,” Dr. Parsons su c­ 
ceeded in getting the appeal by hav ­ 
ing the clerk call the roll. Dr. P ar­ 
sons held that the may or was com­ 
pelled to pu t the q u estion of an ap­ 
peal from the chair before the hou se 
for a v ote as is alway s cu stomary in 
all parliamentary proceedings. 
The 
appeal from the chair was su stained 
when Clerk Cau ley called for the 
v ote. Cou ncilmen Parsons and Moore 
v oted in 
fav or of the 
appeal and 
Kelley against it. 
With this ou t of the way Cou ncil­ 
man Parsons 
proceeded with the 
original motion which was to cu t the 
bill from $49 3.50 to $400. 
May or 
Black again rilled Cou ncilman P ar­ 
sons ou t of order 
and refu sed 
to 
hav e any thing to do with the q u es­ 
tion. 
Ile held that since an appeal 
was tak en from the chair the chair 
was not su pposed to pu t the q u es­ 
tion. 
“I do not u nderstand,” said 
Dr. Parsons, “how the may or gets 
the idea that he is a czar.” With the 
clerk calling the roll the motion to 
cu t the bill was carried by the same 
v ote that carried the appeal from the 
chair. 
Dr. Parsons then mov ed that the 
hills be allowed. May or Black ru led 
him ou t of order as lie did not want 
to allow the bill for the city park .

“The Menace of I migration,” at the 
second of the series of Home Mis­ 
sion week u nion serv ices at the First 
Baptist chu rch. 
“So then,” he continu ed, “what I 
may say y ou may tak e u nto y ou r­ 
selv es whatev er y ou lik e and leav e 
the remainder for the rest 
of 
the 
imigrants becau se we are all imi­ 
grants. 
The only difference is that 
we got here 
first. 
We 
imigrated 
abou t fiv e hu ndred y ears ago, that is 
indirectly throu gh ou r ancestors, al­ 
thou gh y ou may think some of u s 
did.” 
The third meeting of 
the 
series 
will be held tonight at sev en-thirty 
at the St. Pau l M. E. chu rch and the 
su bject of the address will be, “As­

will he the 
speak er. 
The meeting 
thu rsday night will he held at the 
Main Street Christian^ chu rch and 
the Rev . A. I). Batchelor of the St. 
Pau l M. E. chu rch will speak on the 
topic, “The Imigrant in the West.” 
The Rev . Mr. Meaeham declared 
last night that the imigrant q u estion 
is by far the most important one in 
the United States today . 
Ile said 
there were lots 
of storms passed 
ov er Washington, D. O., ov er the 
cu rrency and tariff 
q u estions, bu t 
that none of these was the eq u al of 
this far-reaching one. 
The minister said there are twen­ 
ty million imigrants and six teen mil­ 
lion school children in the 
United 
States. He pointed ou t that the iini-v 
grants were little better, if any , than 
school children. 
Ile showed from statistics 
that 
8 5 per cent, of the people employ ed 
in pack ing hou ses are imigrants and 
that the following per cents in 
the 
giv en occu pations came here from 
foreign cou ntries: 
sev en-tenths in 
bitu minou s coal mining 8 5 per cent 
in the wool bu siness, nine-tenths in 
cotton trade, nineteen-twentieths in 
the manu factu re of clothing, fou r- 
fifths in 
the 
shoe 
manu factories; 
one-half in the mak ing of glov es and 
nineteen-twentieths 
in 
the 
su gar 
bu siness. 
“The imigrant has cast 
his 
lot 
with u s,” he continu ed, “and there is 
no need to retreat, 
lie is here 
to 
stay *and we mu st face what we are 
going to do with him besides pu tting 
him to work . 
Ile is holding the in­ 
du strial bu rden 
on 
his 
shou lders 
now. 
It is 
primarily 
a 
northern 
q u estion. 
The north will no more 
be free of 
the imigrant than tile 
sou th will lie free of the negro.” 
The pastor declared that so long 
as the American spirit predominates, 
American institu tions are not in 
danger of, the influ ence of imigra- 
tion, bu t Alien that spirit decay s, it 
will be a woefu l day . 
He asserted 
that migration is no more a menace 
to American institu tions and gov ­ 
ernment than is America a menace 
to the imigrant. 
He said that the ipenace of the 
imigrant to America is based on his 
ignorance of ou r institu tions and 
cu stoms.

The $15,000 damage su it of Samu el

alleging slander, started in the cir­ 
cu it cou rt this morning. 
Tile morn­ 
ing was spent in secu ring a ju ry . The 
opening statements were made this 
afternoon and a nu mber of witnesses 
heard. 
The first witness 
was James P. 
Archey , the defendant in the action. 
Mr. Archey did not remember many 
of the conv ersations he is alleged to 
hav e made which the plaintiffs say 
were inju riou s to their bu siness. Oth­ 
er witnesses were Samu el Kinnett, 
William Foster, James W. Anderson 
and W. G. Du stin, a stock bu y er of 
Cincinnati. 
All the witnesses related conv ersa­ 


tions they had had with Mr. Archey . 
Mr. Anderson testified that Archey 
told him that the Milroy Stock cora- 
apc* 
had been 
stealing ov er their 
scales for a nu mber of y ears 
and 
that he u nderstood that the grand 
ju ry was going to inv estigate. 
Mr. 
Du stin testified a s to a conv ersation 
ie had with the defendant in the de­ 
pot at Milroy one day abou t a y ear 
ago. 
In this conv ersation Archey 
said. according to the witness, that 
ie did not see how the Milroy Stock 
company cou ld pay a q u arter of a 
cent more on 
the pou nd 
than he 
cou ld for stock and 
v entu red the 
opinion that they stole 150 pou nds 
ev ery time they u sed the scales.

Mr. Archey is alleged to hav e said 
that “the Milroy Stock company has 
been stealing in weights 
for 
ov er 
two y ears,” and in his answer he ad­ 
mits that he said this and cites sev ­ 
eral transactions in which the com­ 
pany was inv olv ed to prov e that his 
assertion was tru e. 
Another of the 


r e m a r k s which he admits mak ing is 
that “no wonder Matthews can pay 
a q u arter of a cent more for hogs 
than I can, he has been stealing in 
weight for two y ears.” 
The defense does not deny that 
Mr. Archey said the

which 
the plaintiff say s were inju riou s to 
the bu siness and the fu r is ex pected

He said that 16 ,007 were rejected out 
of a total of over a million imigrants 
in 19 12. 
Ile declared that not all of 
those which were passed were ment­ 
ally and physically sound. 
Ile said 
many of them were debauched by un­ 
scrupulous politicians. 


“Churches in big cities,” continued 
the pastor, “make a big splutter over 
the imigrant. 
They 
build a little 
shack of a mission house with pen­ 
nies taken in at the Sunday school 
and expect the foreigners to worship 
there, when they were accustomed 
in their country to massive and im­ 
posing houses of worship.” 


In closing, the Rev. Mr. Meacham 
said the imigrant does not always 
come because of dissatisfaction over 
religion, but because his religion is 
not giving him what he wants. 
Ile 
declared that if the Protestants were 
not aroused from their lethargy and 
the present system maintains, the 
Roman Catholics will gain control in 
the United States. 
Ile asserted that 
it would eventually be a rule of Ca­ 
tholicism or Protestantism 
in 
this 
country.

Question Arose as to What Consti 


tuted a Free Gravel and Ma­ 


cadam Highway Under Law. 


What constitutes a “free 
gravel 
and-macadam road” under the 19 13 
automobile licensing act of the Indi­ 
ana general assembly, was outlined 
by Attorney-General Thos. M.Honan 
in an opinion to Lew G. Effingham 
secretary. of state. 
Mr. Ellingham 
had questioned the attorney-general 
so that he might protect his office 
in regard to the distribution of mon­ 
ey from the sales of auto licenses. 
The Indiana law provides for the 
division of the entire revenue from 
auto license sales into three parts, 
one to be distributed equally to all 
the counties, one to be distributed 
to the counties pro rata on the total 
auto licenses held in the county and 
the third to be distributed 
to 
the 
counties in proportion to the num­ 
ber of miles of “free gravel and ma­ 
cadam roads” that fie within the 
county borders.

gravel and macadam roads in every 
county of the state under the juris­ 
diction of the board of commission­ 
ers of each county, while acting as 
turnpike directors. 
The law speci­ 
fically vests in such turnpike direc­ 
tors authority over such roads, thus 
forming a free gravel road system 
throughout the counties of the state. 
“ These roads, after 
January I, 
19 14, will be under Hie control of a 
county highway supervisor, who will 
take the place of the turnpike direc­ 
tors. 
Other roads than 
the 
free 
gravel and macadam 
roads 
in 
a 
county are usually 
designated 
as 
township roads, which various 
su­ 
pervisors look after.” 


The state officials said the auditor i 
of each county should certify to the 
secretary of state the proper num­ 
ber of miles of free gravel and ma­ 
cadam in each county, and on his 
figures the distribution of the auto 
funds was to he made. 
Mr. Ellingham is preparing certi­ 
fication blanks for the auditors. The 
total income to the state from the 
license sales can not he estimated

Like Child’s Play to Cordia 


Martin and Pals. 


SECU RED D RAW ER W ITH K E Y S 


Pulled it From Desk in Corridor and 


Rest Was Easy— Then Robbed 


Store at Hillsboro. 


That Cordia M artin of Greenfield 
has lost none of his cleverness and 
must he given credit for 
being a 
smooth crook is show'n in the manner 
in which he aud his 
pals 
escaped 
from the Litchfield, HL, jail. M artin 
twice escaped jail at Greenfield and 
on one of these occasions was cap­ 
tured at Milroy by Sheriff Bebout. 
The second time he left the Green­ 
field ja il he was 
under 
indictment 
for robbing the New Palestine hank. 


The manner in which M artin and 
his pals broke jail at Litchfield was 
very 
simple 
and 
is 
described at 
length in a letter to the mayor of 
Greenfield by the mayor of Litchfield. 
In his latest escape Martin furnished 
the brains and his fellow 
prisoner 
St. Cyr did 
the 
work. 
A roll-top 
desk stood iii the corridor of the jail 
opposite one of the cells. 
The desk 
was never closed aud for ten years 
past the keys to the cell doors have 
been kept in the drawers 
of 
this 
desk. 


Using a broom for a staff and a t­ 
taching to its end a stranded cabio 
made of small wire from the broom, 
the prisoners were able to attach a 
toop^o the end of a cord made of 
twisted thread and having the loop 
attached drew the drawer and its* 
contents from the desk and across 
the floor to the cell. 
The rest was 
easy/ One of the men having small 
hands, was aide to take the contents 
of the drawer into the cell and ob­ 
tained* the keys to the various cells

iftoi4 one o'clock Sunday 
morning.

robbery 
took. place Sunday night 
at 
Hills­ 
boro, 111., which is believed to have 
been the work of M artin 
and

The cash register at the gen­ 
eral store there was robbed of six- 
een dollars. 
The officials at Litch­ 
field are much em barrassed over th-j 
'scape. 
In his letter the Mayor of 
Litchfield says in p a rt:

EJ scape, and while he and the officers 
Have only followed 
the 
established 
practice of ten years in allowing the 
keys mentioned to remain 
in 
the 
drawer of this desk, the job was so 
-Easy and so simple that 
it 
seems 
diild’s play. 
Permitting the prison­ 
ers to come in possession of a broom 
and other m aterial which furnished 
the instrument of escape, was a piece 
af carelessness, and 
as 
prisoners 
bere have always boon required to 
sweep their 
own 
cells, 
and 
the 
brooms have been furnished for that 
purpose, I can readily see that it 
would be possible for .three prison­ 
ers to retain a broom in one of till 
cells and kept secreted under a m at­ 
tress whenever the police were in the 
jail.

MINERS VICTIMS OF 


A DEADLY EXPLOSION 


More Than a Scare Killed In 


Alabama. 


Acton, Ala., Nov . 19 .—Twenty to 
thirty men were seriously injured in 
an ex plosion at J^o. 2 mine of the Ala­ 
bama Fuel and Iron company . The ex ­ 
plosion occurred as the day ’s work 
was about ov er late y esterday a fter­ 
noon, and the regular shooting time 
was passed. 
Some of the six ty -three 
men who had been checked in for the 
day ’s work had already come out when 
the detonation caused general alarm. 
More men came out after the ex plo­ 
sion. 
Rescuing parties went to work at 
once and inside of two hours a number 
of dead and injured men had been 
reached. 
Of the first nine men taken 
out there were six dead and three fa­ 
tally hurt. 
The rescue work is pro­ 
gressing slowly . 
At the office of the company It was 
stated that it was hardly possible for 
more than twenty to hav e been killed 
and most of these were white men. 
It will he sev eral day s before It is 
determined what caused the ex plosion 
and what kind of an ex plosion it was. 
The three men rescued aliv e are un­ 
able to giv e any deta ils of the acci­ 
dent. 
This is the first mine ex plosion in 
Alabama since the Abernet accident in 
August, 19 12.

Presen ts Fro m Fo reig n Lan ds. 
It was President Roosev elt’s ex press 
cd wish that no foreign gov ernments 
as such, should send wedding pres 
ents. 
Sev eral gov ernments, howev er 
had their plans all made before the re 
quest reached them. 
There was a piece of Gobelin tapes 
try from tho French republic that war- 
deemed perhaps the most beautiful 
item in the White House display on 
the day of the wedding. 
It was deliv ­ 
ered iii person by Ambassador J oss 3- 
rand. Art ex perts said that this tapes­ 
try could not be duplicated for less 
til a n $25,000. 
The Cuban gov ernment sent a rope 
of pearls bought in Paris. 
It also was 
appraised at $25,000. 
In compliance 
with the president’s wishes Germany ’s 
wedding present came as a personal 
gift from Emperor William. 
It was a 
handwrought bracelet of Roman gold 
set with diamonds and sapphires. 
It 
w a s incased with illuminated leather, 
embossed with the imperial arms of 
the house of Hohenzoilern. 
The empress of China, who had re­ 
ceiv ed Miss Roosev elt when the Taft 
party was trav eling around the world, 
remembered her with a dower chest 
filled with oriental treasures. 
The gift of the emperor of Japan 
w a s a piece of embroidery and two sil­ 
v er v ases. 
Among the other rulers 
who sent gifts were the emperor of 
Austria, the king of Italy and the king 
of Spain. 
Mr. Longwortli’s gift to his bride 
w a s a necklace of perfectly matched 
diamonds, which he had ordered in 
Cincinnati sev eral weeks before tho 
engagement 
wa s 
announced. 
The 
bride’s gift from President and Mrs. 
Roosev elt w a s a corsage ornament of 
emeralds and diamonds. 


Gifts Valu ed at $2 50,000. 
Of course nobody knew ex actly the 
v alue of all the presents, which num­ 
bered about 500, hut it was said at 
the time by those who inspected them 
that the figure was about $250,OOO. 
The gifts which Nellie Grant receiv ­ 
ed a t her wedding were v alued at 
about $00,000. 
The presents ranged in character all 
the way from the Gobelin tapestry and 
Cuba’s rope of pearls to a washtub, a 
Boston terrier, potatoes and anthracite 
coal. 
Probably the most perishable of the 
collection came a v ery long distance. 
It was a box of peaches, apricots and 
plums from Cape Colony , South Afri­ 
ca. 
It was remarked that apricots of 
tha t ex cellence a t that season would 
cost here about 50 cents a bite. 
The Boston terrier came from a 
Pittsburgh friend of Mr. Longworth. 
It was not ex hibited with the other 
gifts in the W hite House. 
Chief J ustice Fuller and other mem 
hers of the United States supreme 
court sent flowers. There was a* silv er 
sendee from the Rough Riders’ asso­ 
ciation and a working model of a 
Krog-Jorgensen rifle in solid gold from 
officers of the United States army .

ticles the Swiss ex port. This country 
has gone ahead in the manufacture 
of -ilk goods and embroideries until 
in those lines it riv als Switzerland 
for cheap cost of production. 
For a 
long time we could not compete with 
St. Gall, but that was only as long as 
certain grades of embroideries had 
to lie turned out by hand. 
Since St. 
Gall and America hav e bot Ii come to 
ase machines for making embroidery , 
the ex ports to the United Sta tes hav e 
decreased greatly , and that has been 
especially noticeable the la st two 
y ears. 
“ Notwithstanding this, the indus­ 
try has not been affected in Switzer­ 
land. 
They are 
turning out more 
goods than ev er, though with this 
market closing to them they hav e had 
to go out and look for others. 
Now 
they are shipping largely to the Ba l­ 
kan countries and to South America. 
“ I hav e liv ed for sev en y ears in 
Switzerland, and I consider it the 
most remarkable industrial country 
in the world. 
It competes in many 
lines of 
manufacture with all the 
great nations of the World? and y et 
it has no natural resources. 
It has 
no coal and no minerals, it has to 
import all the cotton, silk, coal, and 
iron it needs, but it has built up and 
maintains wonderful 
industries 
in 
v arious lines. 
The industry of the 
people and their 
economic habits 
hav e made the country what it is."
